TALES OF SHIPWRECK.

BRYAN IN WASHINGTON.

Washington, Jan. 27.—Contrary to 
expectations, William J. Bryan did 
not, according to his statement, dis­ 
cuss the bubject of politics with Demo­ 
cratic party leaders.

From the Bank Compelled It to [ 


Cease Operations— Declared to Be 


Entirely Solvent. 


New York, Jan. 27.—Comptroller of 
the Currency William B. Ridgely has 
ordered the National Bank of North 
America closed for liquidation and 
appointed 
Charles 
Hanna, 
national 
bank examiner, as receiver. 
The aftermath of the financial storm ; 
of last October in its effect on the ^ 
bank, which will close its doors, has 
been in the shape of heavy and per­ 
sistent withdrawals, the result, ac­ 
cording to President W. F. Have- 
meyer, of insistent rumors set afloat 
respecting the bank’s condition. Mem­ 
bership in the clearing house associa­ 
tion enabled the bank to weather the 
gale for a time, but the aid extended 
by this association in the form of loan 
certificates finally became the means 
of bringing about the decision to go 
into liquidation, when the call for 
their redemption was intimated to the 
directors on Saturday last. The bank’s 
indebtedness to the clearing house as­ 
sociation is $ 2,200,000 . 
President Havemeyer in a state- 1 
ment just given out laid the blame 
for the trouble upon the persistent j 
rumors he declared were the cause 
of withdrawals, which on Saturday 
became so heavy that it was believed 
tho bank wmuld not be able to meet 
the obligations on Monday. 


Asked Comptroller to Take Charge. 
Two meetings of the directors were 
held and at the conclusion of the last 
the directors decided to 
withdraw 
from the clearing house association 
and ask the comptroller of the cur­ 
rency to take charge of the liquidation 
of the bank. 
President Havemeyer said that he 
believed the bank is entirely solvent 
and that with a careful liquidation 
the stockholders will receive par for 
their stock. 
The National Bank of North Ameri­ 
ca has a capital of $2,000,000 and on 
Aug. 22, last, at which time a report 
was made to the comptroller of the 
currency, showed deposits of $19,787,- 
400. 
This sum had been largely and 
gradually decreased by withdrawals 
during and subsequent to the panic 
and on Dec. 3, the date of the next 
report, showed deposits of $6,926,500, 
and cash on hand $381,900. 
Since that 
time, according to President Have- 
meyer’s statement, the deposits have 
shrunk still further and now amount 
to a little over $2,500,000. 
The bank, which had been known as 
the biggest of the Morse string of 
financial institutions, underwent a re­ 
organization in October. 
Comptroller of the Currency Ridge­ 
ley came to New York from Washing­ 
ton and was in conference with the 
bank's officials.

Roliert Hope-Jones, who built the fa 
mons organ In the Worcester cathedral 
lo England, will supervise the con 
Btruction of the instrum ent and has 
promised to have it installed by .lune. 
Mr 11 ope-J ones now lives in Elmira. 
N. Y. 
Ile Installed one ■of his instru­ 
ments in Kl 
Patrick's cathedral, In 
New York city, two years ago. and 
one of his organs Is to In* installed in 
the Cathedral of St. .John the Divine, 
in New York 
The contract was a w ard ­ 
ed to him after a committee of tile 
Ocean Grove association had consult­ 
ed some of the foremost organists In 
the Ended States. 
"Tile Ocean Grove instrum ent will 
be the most powerful in the world.” 
said Mr 
11'pc .lunes the other night. 
“ It will not 
be the largest, because 
with 
i m p r o v e m e n t s of recent years 
not so much space will be needed. 
It 
will have home devices which have 
never before been used. 
One of the 
most interesting of these will lie an 
cled fie system which will preserve the 
proper tone of the instrum ent, no m a t­ 
ter what the weather may he. 
This 
device will he of the greatest Impor­ 
tance In Hie Ocean Grove Auditorium, 
because it Is so near the water. 
The 
various pipes and resonators will lie 
wound with wires, which will he cou­ 
pled w ‘ h an electrical device which 
automatically will keep them at the 
proper temperature. 
“Tile organ itself will Imp of rem ark­ 
able construction. 
The large organs 
heretofore have been divided into de­ 
partm ents great, swell, choir, pedal 
and solo hut this one will be a unit 
with a few rows of keys. 
By the use 
of a set of stop keys, which arc con­ 
nected electrically with all the various 
sound producing devices, any of those 
may be draw n on any set of keys in ­ 
stantly at any pitch and any power. 
“The various tone families will be 
grouped together, and each family " iii 
la* inclosed 
in a separate box con­ 
structed of brickwork.

These metals, which will cost hun­ 
dreds of dollars, have been found to be 
more reliable than any others. 
“The pressures of wind used will 
vary from ten inches up to fifty inches 
of water.
